Honors Paid War Dead 


Memorial Day services, initiated by the 
Tillamook American Legion Post No. 37, and 
supported by NAS, Tillamook were held at 
the Catholic and Protestant cemeteries, and 
culminated in a parade and assembly in the 
City of Tillamook. 

At 0930 a Marine and Navy escort under 
the command of Captain Hoxsie C. Griswold, 
USMC, with Marine color guard, stood at 
attention while First Sergeant Neeley, 
USMC, called the roll of service men inter- 
ed in Catholic Cemetery, with the families 
of the men in attendance. “I answer for 
that name sir,” was the response cf a de- 
signated Marine as each name was called, 
Father Michael Reilly held a brief service, 
and taps were sounded. 

At 1100 similar services were held at the 
IOOF cemetery, with Chaplain Richard A. 
Pryan speaking briefly on Memorial Day as 
a time of reconsecration to American ideals, 
and offering prayer. 

At noon, a parade of the Marine Corps, 
the Navy, Coast Guard, Oregon State Guard, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, the American 
Legion, the Tillamook High School Band, 
the Boy Scouts, and Girl Scouts marched 
from the South end of Second Avenue to the 
reviewing stand on the court house lawn. 

With blimps flying overhead, a memorial 
program was given. Captain Karl L. Lange 
spoke of our debt to the men who “turned 
the tide of tyranny” in the early days of the 
war, and the need for continued “combined 
operations” between the war and home 
fronts. 

County Judge Harlan Woods stated in his 
address, “It seems probable that the leader- 
ship for a just and lasting peace must come 
from the men and women now on the bat- 
tlefronts of the world,’ who have been in 
the war and have sacrificed for it. Grand 
Marshall White presided, and Chaplain 
Bryan offered the invocation and benedic- 
tion. Taps was sounded, bringing the im- 
pressive services of the day to a close.
